materials, a new intensive drive will be 
launched on August 7tht in Antioch, 
to obtain at least 100 tons of scrap nia- 
^ tcrials, It '\vas announced today ,by C. 

L. Kutil, chairman of the local Salvage 
conimittte. The local drive is part of 
the nationwide drive announced by 
Donald M. Wdsoa WPB cliainnan. 

"As the war becomes more in- 
tensive on the various foretprn fronts," 
C^ :Mr. Kutil said, "the need for scrap ma- 
terials has steadily increased." lie de- 
clared ihat while collections of various 
types of salvage have already 'been 
made here from time to time, tlie ex- 
panding re(|iiirenients of the war pro- 
gram have made it necessary to obtain 
much larger amounts of materials. 

"The .Anierican steel industry this 
year hopes to produce a record break- 
ing 85.(K;(UK10 tons of steel— as nmch 
Jj as all foreiK'n countries put together 
can nuke. Our country alone this 
year is going to produce three tons of 
steel for every two tons the Axis can 
turn out. 

"To lirir.g steel production up tn the 
industry's full capacity of 90,000.0ii0 
tons in '1942, 'however, our slecl indus- 
try needs an extra 0,0OO,(KW tons of 
scrai) steel for its furnaces. ICvcry 
ton of scrap we can send them will 
swell our national production of tanks, 
ships, planes and guns." 

In addition to scrap iron and steel, 
the materials to be colltNCted are brass 
V and other non-ferrous metals, riiSber, 
rope anil fat?. 

•A collection dupot at which scrap 
iron and other salvage may be left 
has been est.ihlished. The Slieahan 
Implement company on Depot street 
v/ill purchase scrap. Fats may be 
sold at any of the butcher jJliops in 
j^ town. Scrap metals can also 'be sold 

|- to junk dealers in other towns. 

"An increasing number of boyj? from 
,_ ^!tl"S cily arc already seeing active ser- 
■'^vice." he said. "Wc on the home 
front must sec to rt that industry shall 
not lack the materials needed for ade- 
quately arming and equipping them. 
"Mvery housewife can play an im- 
portant part in this drive. She should 
cyefully inspect all of her house fur- 
nishings — to find out what equipment 
she has that ha^ outlived hs u-cfulncss. 
: .^ "An old iron pot or n knife in the 
'-■'kitchen, the steel springs of an uphol- 
stered chair in the attic, some discarded 
ipipe or heating equipment in the cellar, 
t:. unused wire clothes liangers in a clo5ei 
^^ — these arc a few of the items that will 
tirovidc pounds and poimds of scrap. 
% "Waste kitchen fats, and rubber, are 
also needed 'badly and should be turned 
in." 

IMione 2% for any further informa- 
lion. Housewives are urged to begin 
saving all tin cans. Use all food cans 
and tobacco tins. 

^'Thoroughly wash the cans, remove 
, ffC?4>oth ends, tuck the ends in, and then 
step on clie can to flatten it. Leave 
enough space between the sides to see ' 
through. Collect the tin in separa.te 
iboxs or bushel baskets and st;11 or do- 
nate tlie same as any other metal 
scrap.

Miss -Rankin, n \Vaukegan High 
School stndoiU. came to Channel lake 
with her finacc. Paul Fitzgerald, and 
his parent*;, also of Waukegan. After 
a picnic lunch. .Miss Rankin and I'itz- 
gcrald rented a ihoat and rowed out 
to a raft about UU) feet from shore. 
As the ibo.nt approached the raft, the 
girl jumped out to swim, hut went 
down in the water. Her coujpanion 
juM'ped in after her a.rd ibotli were 
struggling in the .water wlien two girls 
on the raft -who were bot'i good ^wim- 
mer^ managed to get Fitzgerald out 
of the water. 

The body nf the girl .was soon re- 
covered by other pwimmcrs, but she 
had been in the u-ater for more than 
20 im"nutes, and two hours of cfTort

Urbana, 111., Aug. 5— To clear up 
scMiie of the confusion about farm 
'building permits in wartime. D. G. 
Carter, professor of agricultural engin- 
eering at the University of Illinois 
College of Agriculture, today ex- 
plained that rulings have .been modi- 
fied in some respects to favor farm 
'building. . 

Among the limiting .factors, only the 
scarcity of materials is serious. This 
situation has virtually eliminated new 
residential construction and the pur- 
chase 6f major etiuipment, such as 
heating, plunibing and electrical ins-ial- 
lations. 

On the other hand there are some 
advantages insofar as farm buildings 
are concerned, l-'or examiile there Is 
no Ihnit on the 'manufacture of wooden 
bins: 2,5(X» tons of nails have been 
authorized recently for the rcp.air or 
construction of grain storages; the 
freezing order on lunrber has been 
modified for farm storage construction, 
and a method has been provided to 
Lssue authorization and priorities to 
replace farm cons-truction destroyed by 
fire, flood, carthf|uake and the enemy. 
The conservation order relating to 
this type of building does not pro- 
hibit normal repairs, residential work 
up to an estimated cost of $51X», 
or needed agricultural construction up 
to $1,000. Uiuler this order it is pos- 
sible for any fanm to spend $1,500 or 
more in one year for buildings, if the 
materials can ,be socurcd. This is 20 
tinu-s the average amount sipent a year 
on ea-ch iiarm during the past 20 year.=. 
The pennitted construction exceeds in 
amount the average value of all build- 
ings per fanm in 10 or 15 states.

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"Fiddling While Rome Burns" 

While "Rome bums" on many far-flung battle- 
fronts and little encouraging war news filters in through 
the censors, masters of political strategy "fiddle" with 
fugitive "wage stabilization" and "price ceilings." 

On the home front furor ragee over the inflation 
spectre which hangs over the cost of the war, our stand- 
ard of living, and the ultimate value of the billions we 
are pouring into war bonds. "Inflation must be curbed 
at all costs," say these captains of expediency; "every- 
thing possible must be done to remove its causes or con- 
trol its growth." But what actually has been done to 
control inflation? What specific steps have been taken to 
prevent it? . 

Mr. Henderson's diluted OPA has been given a dull 
Weapon indeed with which to clamp down price lids and 
police them. Wages, a major factor in price determina- 
tion, are still on the loose under will-o'-the-wisp "stabil- 
ization." 

Mr. Davis' prolabor WLB wage decisions, always 
up, and under the new cost-of-living formula so continu- 
ing on a broad and expansive scale, now open up the 
whole inflation phantasmagoria to the "me-too" wage- 
grab contingent. 

Thus we have two emergency war agencies, the OPA 
and the WLB. set up to control prices and speed war 
production, respectively, toothless and indigent in the 
performance of their prescribed tasks. They have, thus 
far, not only failed of their purposes but actually ob- 
structed the performance thereof. And why? Because 
neither has the power or the weight that such vital issues 
require in an emergency such as we face. 

The obvious and cr>-ing need is for a definite national ; 
labor policy, one upon which both labor and management 
can hang their hats, one upon which wages and therefore 
costs can be based. For until wa^es arc known costs 
cannot be dctcrmmed. Until costs are determined prices 
cannot be properly set. Until prices are properly set they 
cannot be controlled. And until prices are controlled in- 
fiiition cannot be prevented. 

The American people want to win this war and the 
p.\-tce which will follow ^t. They are ready to do every- 
thing within reason and to m.ike all the necessary sacri- 
fices to win it. Small wonder then that they arc becom- 
ing restive under the f-.itcring. indL-cisive policies exhib- 
ited en wai^e free;:in^ so necessary. in preventing intla- 
ticn. Small wonder that they are fed Up witli political 
"hd.flipK" on the home front while "Rome burns" on the 
land, in the air. and on the sea."

Solving the Rubber Problem 

"The tiKhtesr. grimmest war shortage facing tlie 
United St.itcs is rubber." says Time. "It need not have 
been. For five months after Pearl Harbor the U. S. 
Government did practically nothing to get a svnthetic 
rubber inriustry to fill the gap caused by Japan's con- 
quests. That failure is the worst scandal in the-U. S. 
v/ar L'lTort." 



There has been an enormous waste of time in coming 
to grips with the rubber problem. There has been end- 
Icvss confusion, and excessive division of responsibility. 
At last, however, it looks as if something definite and 
constructive is about to be done. 

On July 17, Donald Nelson announced that he had 
assumed personal direction of the government's rubber 
program. On the same day, the 4th Corps Area Quar- 
termaster Headquarters said that tires made of buna, 
a petroleum derivative, will be used as replacements on 
all army vehicles throughout the nation. And on July IS, 
President W. S. Parish" of the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey, gave a House subcommittee some exceed- 
ingly interesting information on the progrss that is be- 
ing made. 

New and faster processes, said Mr. Parish, will pro- 
duce, before the end of 1943, 34,000,000 more automobile 
tires than were expected. Further, synthetic rubber will 
be better on the whole than natural rubber, and its cost 
will not be materially greater. 

This does not mean that any motorist can afford 
to "burn up" his rubber, on tlie theory that replacements 
will soon be available. Military needs will absorb most 
and perhaps all of the synthetic rubber produced for a 
long time to come. Rigid conservation of rubber, as a 
result, remains an adsolute necessity. Private industry 
is doing everything in its power to produce an adequate 
supply of synthetic rubber in the shortest possible time. 
There arc, at last, grounds for believing that ,govern- 
mcnt rubber red-tape is cut. and that there can be action. 
not continued political talk, in dealing with the rubber 
problem.

Meeting the Challenge 

The major part of the conversion of America's peace- 
time industries to an all-out war production basis has 
been accomplished. Schedules set for the manufacture 
of planes, tanks, guns, ships, rifles, shells have been met 
and passed. The main load formerly carried by the larger 
units is now being shouldered to a greater extent by 
smaller plants througli sub-contracting and through out- 
right changes from so-called luxuries to implements of 
war. Typctal is the fact that small machine gun parts, 
[gun sights and gun mounts on through heavy tank parts 
'arc now being manufactured by plants which formerly 
made home laundering appliances. 

"Overnight, tlic face of American industry hns 
changed almost beyond recognition." William P. With- 
.'.-ow. President of the National Association of Manuf.T- 
turers, said in a recent magazine article describing tli-' 
lil-cut conversion of industry from peacetime to war 
time production. 

"A factory that made orange -iqueczers before Pearl 
Harbor is now turning out bullet pouches. A pcacetin:- 
manufacturer of roller coasters is now producing sigr.'^j 
tcwers for the Army.

'iercs is fabricating ■ mosquito netting for our soldiers ::;

Thrills and Speed 



Prayer has been the subject o^ 
thousands of books of sermons with- 
out end; yet how little it is actually 
practiced. Conferences are held to 
discuss it, and they attract largo 
audiences, but at prayer meetings 
we find only a handful. 

We are sure that "prayer changes 
things," and we agree that it is the 
most powerful force at man's dis- 
posal, but we go right ahead trying 
to change things in our own strength. 
"O what peace we often forfeit, 
O what needless pain we bear, 
All because we do not carry 
Everything to God in praycrl" 

Our k'.sson from tlie life of Abra- 
ham stresses one important phase of 
prayer — prayer for otiiers. 

I. The Nature of Intercessory 
Prayer. 

1. It Is a Privilege. 
We speak of the burden of prayer, 

but let us also recall that it is a 
privilege. Abraham had been hon- 
ored by a visit from the Lord. The 
covenant had been renewed and a 
son promi.'=ed (Gen. 18:1-10).

lowship? You may through Jesus ■

God's Iioiy Word^ ;' 

2. It Is a Duty. | 
Privilege brings corresponding re- ( 

sponsiblliiy. The two men went : 
toward -Sodom, but "Abraham .stood 
yet before the Lord" (v. 22), to 
pray for the wicked cities. i 

Those who know God"s plans arc j 
to sliare them in prayer. Those ^ 
who have audience with the King of i 
Kings are those to carry the blessed j 
burden of prayer for others .as well i 
as for themseivc-s. ■,■■'' j 

' Are we praying for our nation, , 
for its President and loaders; for i 
our citVi ' for our chuirch, our fnmlv- 
lies, our children, our -friends? The 
deeper the no'id, the. greater the 
wickedness, the more wo need to 
pray. Ii we r\s Christians do hot 
pray, who will prav?

I£ 
he had taken the nttilude cf many 
church folk, ho would have said. "It 
serves ihcm right. Wipe out their 
wickedness." But .Abraham prayed 
for them in complete unselfishness. 
Can those who know the spirit of 
Christ be selfish in pra;«T? 

2. Bold and Courageous. 

Note the reverent boldnejs with 
which Abraham pleaded the caus» 
of the cities. God is not displeayfd 
to have us press our cause in 
prayer: in faci, the Bible reveals 
that He frequently an:?wers accord- 
ing to the earnestness w;th which 
men pray. He has always honored 
and used men of holy courage. 

3. Persistent. 

No one— not even God— likes a 
"quitter." Remember those who 
were heard for their imiwr'.unjtv?

They 
ring the bell and run. 

Abraham persisted; fifty, forty- 
five, forty, thirty, twenty, ton — per- 
haps he .should not have stopped 
even there, Gnd who saw his per- 
sistent faith wont the re.sl ^f the 
way and saved the only four who 
could be s;ived, and even of tliose. 
three were infected with the wicked- 
ness of the place. 

"Lot us not be weary in well do- 
ing" as wo pray, "for in due .reason 
we .shall reap, if we faint not" 
(Gal. 6:0). 

in. The Itrisiilt of Intercessory 
Prayer. 

God had to destroy the cities. 
There are some kinds of violent 
infection which must be de.stroyed by 
fire for the sake of others, but ul 
the destruction, however, God did 
deliver the righteous Lot, which was 
doubtless Abraham's real desire. 

God hears and answers prayers. 
That is not only the testimony of 
His Word, but of countless Chris- 
tian men and women down through 
the ages even to our dny. The one 
who would deny the cfHcacy of 
prayer must face on overwhelming 
flood of authenticated answers.

The flies cause loss m milk pio- 
duclion because they suck cows 
blood, tindlheu- 
annoyance of- 
ten causes cat- 
tle to refuse to 
graze. Hence, 
thcv do not gel 
their fill of 
grass which is 
the best milk 
producer, and it lakes n part of 
the feed which otherwise would 
go to production of milk to re- 
place the blood. 

Some investigators claim that 
during seasons of abundance horn- 
fiies are responsible for losses of 
one-quarter to one-half of the 
normal milk production. More- 
over, annoyance by the flics dur- 
ing milking might lead to con- 
tamination of the milk with con- 
sequent lowering of its quality. 

Sprays, which many dairymen 
use, will keep flics off cattle dur- 
ing milking and for an liour or 
more afterward. But this docs 
not prevent loss in milk produc- 
tion. However, a cattle fly trap 
used as a gateway to and from 
water, feed, or other frequented 
places, has been found effective 
for the control of hornflics on 
many dairies, farms nnd ranches.

Secondly, some, type of apparatus 
is necessary to d'ttTinine tiie exact 
moisture content of liie green ma- 
terial. 

How long it lakes to wilt the 
material down to ihe proper mois- 
ture conlenj cannot V>e determined in 
advance. One thing is certain: 
There will be many dflays in filling 
the silo, thus increasing the dan- 
ger of mold and higii tempernturi^s, 
both of whieli tend to destroy nutri- 
ents. 

Kill .SWn Threc-riiurths. 

The silo mu-st be filled more tliim 
three-fourths full witii wilted green 
material within two d.nys. The ma- 
terial must be evenly distributed and 
well tramped. Filling siiould be con- 
tinued on the third day, using high 
moisture grasses or legumt-s lo 
which a preservative has been nddfd 
so that Kutricient pressure is gen^Tat- 
ed to exclude the air from llic par- 
tially wiltod mass. Delays in filling 
beyond tiiis period may ruin tiir 
silagt.'. a fact which i-.as been learned 
by many farmers. 

Furthermare. t!io wilting of a 
green crop destroys cnrotene. The 
longer Ihr- period of wilt the mere 
carotene is lost, an important con- 
sideration in producing milk of ex- 
cellent qufiUty.

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Cut Your Fuel Wood 
During Slack Periods 

lU'lcasc Trniisportntion, 
JmiM'ove Forcsls Thai Way 

By J. E. DAVIS 

(Ejtfnsiott Forester, University ol Illinoia 
College ei Agrieullure.) 

Woodland owners can release 
trnn.^portalion for war purposes by 
burning their own wood and supply- 
ing wood for similar use in towns 
and cities. 

Fuel-wood cutting according to a 
dcllnite plan to correct poor forest 
conditions resulting from mistakes 
of the past is suggested. 

Fuel wood can be obtained 
from misshapen trees, dead and 
in.sect-rlddcn trees, other cull 
trees, fronj tops of trees cut far 
saw logs and from suppressed 
or untiirirty trees cut in thin* 
ning or woodland improvement 
operations. 

Trees suitable for lumber, veneer 
log^, box bolts or other special prod- 
ucts phould not be taken for fuel. 
Larpe quantities of oak are needed 
for siiip.s, hickory and ash for lian- 
dlc> and lumber and pulpwood for 
other war industries. 

Tiu'5o products can be obtained 
only from well-formed trees, and 
cui'inii thorn for fuel is a waste of ( 
vuliuiblc resources. 

During Slack Periods. 

Fiiid wood can bo harvested dur- 
ing .-iaok periods on the fartn, but 
son ■■ lime must be allowed for .sea- 
sor.r::;:. Culling should also be 
pl.'!n:;ed to promote a better stand 
of ;::;ifiy. growing limber by remov- 
inp '■■.voif an'j "weed" trees. 

F'f sea.snning, the wood sliould be 
staL>:'d, not heaped, on bed pieces 
ovt-r dry ground, and preferably in 
nil open ynrd to get greatest air cir- 
cuhition. Fuel wood burns more ef- 
fici'-n'tly and yields much more heat 
wh' ;. it has dried at least six 
mt : ;^^^
